Sir,— I  have  the  honour  to  hand  you  a  report  upon  123  samples  of  sausages, 

MIT  haaed  varioualy  throughout  Canada  l>y  our  inspectors.     The  order  for  eolloction 

med  in  August  last,  but  inspectors  were  instructed  to  await  special  instruc- 

i'rom  the  analysts,  so  that  samples  might  be  dealt  with  promptly  upon  being 

t'lved  at  the  laboratories.    This  condition  was  necessary,  on  account  of  the  readily 

,  "ridhable  character  of  the  article. 

Departmental  standards  for  sausages,  as  published  in  Circular  G.  931,  of  October, 
1010,  require  as  fellows: — 

2.  Sausage,  sausage  meat,  is  a  comminuted  meat  from  swine  or  neat 
cattle,  or  a  mixture  of  such  meats,  either  fresh,  salted,  pickled  or  smoked,  with 
added  salt  and  spices  and  with  or  without  the  addition  of  edible  animal  fats, 
cereals,  blood  and  sugar,  or  subsequent  smoking.  It  contains  no  larger  amount 
of  water  than  the  meats  from  which  it  is  prepared  contain  when  in  their  fresh 
condition,  and  not  more  than  ten  (10)  per  cent  of  its  weight  of  cereals;  and 
if  it  bears  a  name  descriptive  of  kind,  composition  or  origin,  it  corresponds 
to  such  descriptive  name.  AM  animal  tissues  used  as  containers,  such  as  cas- 
ings, stomachs,  etc.,  are  clean  and  sound  and  import  to  the  contents  no  other 
substance  than  salt. 

3.  Blood  sausage  is  sausage  to  which  has  been  added  clean  fresh  blood 
from  neat  cattle  or  swine  in  good  health  at  the  time  of  slaughter. 

Nothing  is  said  as  regards  tile  employment  of  dyes  in  sausages;  but  this  matter 
Is  covered  by  an  Order  in  Council  of  January  9,  1916  (published  as  (Ilircular  Q.  1167), 
whi«h  reqirires  that,  so  far  as  all  except  certain  named  classes  of  foods  are  concerned, 
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••  the  presence  of  artiflcial  colouriug  mutter  must  be  declared  upon  the  label  in  easily 
legible  typo."    A  1    >  of  permitted  dyis  i»  olw  furniBhed  in  the  circular  referred  to. 

The  difficulty  of  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  G.  1167  in  the  case  of  sausages  , 
will  be  at  once  apparent.  It  might  be  possible  to  secure  the  proper  labelling  of  the  ; 
article  by  the  lurgo  njuiiufucturer;  but.  in  selling  at  retail,  at  well  as  in  the  case  of  : 
smaller  luJ^ers  of  sausages,  whose  trade  is  purely  local,  the  difficulty  would  be  so  : 
great  as  to  be  practically  insurmountable.     At  least,  this  is  the  claim  of  the  trade,   i 

Recognizing  this  fact,  the  Veterinary  Director  General  has  prohibited  altogether  i 
the  use  of  dyes  in  sausages  manufactured  in  establishments  under  supervision  of  \ 
iuspectore  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture;  and  the  regulations  thus  authorised  I 
have  been  faithfully  carried  oui  by  inspected  factories.  Tliere  e.xist,  however,  ii  very  -, 
large  number  of  smaller  factories,  which,  not  doing  an  interprovmcial  o»  «n?ort  \ 
trade,  are  not  subject  to  supervision  under  the  terms  of  the  Meat  and  Canned  Foods  | 
Act.  Certain  of  these  smaller  factories  have  found  it  profitable  to  use  dyes  in  their  ; 
products,  and  in  some  localities  a  very  considerable  demand  for  sausages  nude  with 
dyed  meat  is  claimed  to  have  been  developed,  to  the  injury  of  those  manufacturers 
who  are  forbidden  to  employ  dyed  meats. 

The  collection  herein  reported  was  intended  to  include  only  the  products  nt  : 
such  factories  as  are  not  working  und'  the  inspection  of  the  Department  of  Agri-  j 
culture;  and  our  inspectors  were  espe.  mlly  instructed  to  secure,  for  analysis,  only  j 
sausages  of  the  kind  indicated.  Most  of  the  samples,  as  will  be  seen,  are  manufactured  : 
locally,  and  are  made  by  the  immediate  vendor  of  the  article.  Out  of  the  whole , 
number  (123)  only  four  (4)  samples  are  found  to  be  made  with  dyed  meats,  one  in  , 
Halifax  the  other  three  in  Ottavvn.  If  this  result  may  be  taken  to  indicate  the; 
extent  to  which  sausage  meats  are  dyed  in  Canada,  it  must  be  held  that  this  usagji 
is  very  limited. 

In  four  other  instances,  the  casing  of  the  sausage  is  dyed;  but  this  does  not: 
constitute  a  violation  of  O.  1167  in  Bologna  sausage,  where  the  casing  is  not  eaten,! 
and  where  the  dye  does  not  penetrate  to  the  edible  portion  of  the  sausage. 

I  have,  of  necessity,  adjudged  the  four  cases  above  referred  to,  as  adulterated^ 
under  the  Act;  but  in  view  of  the  recognized  difSculty  already  mentioned  of  labellmgi 
sausages  I  may  be  permitted  to  recommend  leniency,  without  prejudice  to  further; 
decisions  of  the  kind.  Should  later  investigation  show  that  the  dyeing  of  sausage; 
meats  has  any  considerable  vogue,  it  may  be  advisable  to  suggest  a  means  by  whic^ 
the  public  shall  be  properly  informed  of  the  presence  of  a  dye  other  than  the  use  ot 
a  label. 

Another  matter  regarding  which  complaint  has  been  made,  is  the  introduction 
of  excess  of  cereals  into  sausage,  with  a  view  to  reducing  the  cost  and  of  enablinf 
a  higher  water  content  to  be  held  than  would  otherwise  be  possible. 

Our  standards  permit  10  per  cent  by  weight  of  cereal  to  be  present,  and  this 
limit  is  not  reached  by  any  of  the  samples  now  reported.  I  am  inclined  to  believe 
that  our  limit  for  cereals  is  quite  unnecessarily  hiffh.  In  some  St.ites  of  the  American 
Union  the  limit  permissible  is  fixed  at  two  (2)  per  cent;  and  the  fact  that  only  .« 
samples  out  of  123  samples  are  found  to  contain  above  5  per  cent  of  starch  would 
seem  to  indicate  that  our  present  limit  is  excessive. 

It  is  usually  assumed  that  cereals  are  employed  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  8 
large  amount  of  water  to  be  held  by  the  sausage.  There  i,  nothing  in  the  resulb 
herewith  furnished  which  could  ju  fy  such  assumption  in  the  samples  analyzed 
The  highest  water  content  is  found  in  samples  containing  very  little  cereal;  in  som< 
cases  less  than  one  per  cent,  and  conversely,  samples  with  a  high  cereal  content  an 
found  to  contain  very  reasonable  water  percentage.

It  will  be  noted  that  pig's  flesh  (pork)  contains  decidedly  less  water  than  other 
fi'v^h,  and  it  is  chiefly  from  pork  that  ordinary  sausages  are  made.  Taking  this  into 
•I'oount,  it  would  appear  that  70  per  cent  of  water  is  a  reasonable  maximum  amount 
of  water  which  may  be  tolerated  in  the  flesh  content  of  sausage.  The  addition  of 
i-prrals,  up  to  10  per  cent,  is  permitted,  and  these  usually  contain  no  more  than 


nlioiit  10  per  cent  of  wotrr.  As  a  matU-r  of  fnct,  the  xamplM  (1*3  in  numodr)  lierein 
reported  contain  decidedly  le**  thiiii  70  iH.«r  cmt  of  water,  and  the  following  tynnptii

The  Kreat  majority  of  Mmple*  of  this  collection  show*  !<•»»  than  80  per  cent 
water;  and  I  nm  ol  opinion  that  n  limit  of  60  per  cent  water  in  iiiiUBaKe  would  not 
be  unreaHonnble  where  the  itauHago  was  uiade  from  mciita  ei>iitniiiiii(r  a  proper  propor- 
tion of  fnt.  In  the  ease  of  saugajre  (lcKcrilie<l  and  sold  timler  a  nnmo  whirh  implied 
the  ii»e  of  loiiii  mcntt),  a  somewhat  hifrher  pereentaite  of  water  miftht  be  tolerated. 

It  is  impossible  ti.  overlook  the  extremely  varied  priecs  at  which  saiisairea  are 
sold  at  retail.  The  following  tnbiilate<l  statement  ilhistrates  this,  and  at  the  lame 
time  gives  an  idea  of  the  relation  cxiHting  between  actual  value  iia  a  food  and  price 
per  pound. 

Saunagi'S — Co»t  in  Proportion  to  Nutritivr  Material. 
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Doiibtlesa  the  high-priced  sausages  owe  their  sale  in  many  cases  to  public  con- 
fidence in  the  manuffloLurer,  and  to  a  claim  for  the  use  in  their  manufacture  of 
selected  material  only.  They  are  probably  sold  locally,  or  within  restricted  arens 
only.  In  some  cases  it  may  be  that  a  special  seasoning,  or  other  individual  charaetrr. 
may  sive  them  advantage  in  the  market;  but  as  regards  nutritive  value,  the  samples 
now  reiwrtcd  must  be  judged  entirely  upon  their  content  of  dry  material.

I  have  loamed  niiioe  writing  this  report, 
that  the  markets  in  whiili  J.%ed  huusnuog  aro  chiefly  .told,  aro  (|uitc  rewtrioU-d;  and  an 
til  ■  District  of  Montreal  was  not  rppn>nentod  in  tho  collootica,  I  liavo  caused  a  special 
in-MXf'tion  of  this  District  to  l>e  niado.  The  results  of  pxiimiiiation  of  41  sample* 
liinhnsed  by  our  iiiipeotors  in  .Montreal  arc  (rivon  in  Table  II. 

While  the  moisture  and  starch  pcr<cntajres  found  in  those  aamplo*  indicate  nothinir 
tiial  re<iuire8  special  comment,  it  will  he  seen  that  29  samples  fforminit  70  per  oenf  of 
the  ••ollection)  contain  dyes.  It  ia  thus  evident  that,  ths  District  of  Montreal  is  one  of 
I  hi'  areas  in  which  the  dyoini?  of  sausane  meats  is  noteworthy. 

In  all  theae  instances  the  char8<t<r  of  the  meats  proot  /as  sotisfactory  in  tho 
>t'iis«"  that  these  wore  sound  and  wholesome.  Th'>  necessu  inference  is,  that  the 
"Icmand  for  a  coloured  saiisaKe  is  consequent  upon  (i(in.I;i.ion»  which  may  be  refrarded 
in  abnormal,  and  more  or  less  local.  It  may  be  thut  the  loreigrn  population  of  this  city 
I.Montreal)  proportionably  larger  tha'-  -i  the  couii  ■  n  n  whole,  explains  the  matter. 
Il.iwcver  this  miiy  be.  it  is  (luite  api  •  ■  ►.  that  som.  means  of  declaration  of  added 
iv'I'Ur  muet  be  devised  and  your  Advisory  Board  will  take  this  matter  into  consider- 
ation with  a  yiew  to  making  recommendations.
